ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Basford 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  seventh  Annual  Reyiort 
on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  your  District 
throughout  the  year  1942. 

The  Report  is  again  an  Ordinary  Report,  and  is  written  in  conformity 
with  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No. 
2773,  dealing  with  Annual  Reports.  Owing  to  the  prevailing  war 
conditions  and  in  the  interests  of  economy,  the  report  has  been  abbrevi- 
ated. The  essential  statistics  necessary  maintaining  continuity  of 
records  have  been  preserved. 

The  report  which  follows  is  for  the  third  complete  year  on  a war 
footing. 

The  health  of  the  District  is  excellent.  The  Death  Rate  and  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  lower  than  in  1939,  the  last  year  of  peace, 
while  the  Birth  Rate  is  the  highest  recorded  since  1925.  There  is  also 
a marked  decline  in  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease,  including  all 
forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  is  one  disquieting  feature  and  that  is  not  only  the  acute  short- 
age of  houses  but  also  the  deterioration  in  the  fabric  and  structure  of  many 
houses.  This  latter  is  in  the  main  due  to  the  neglect  of  the  owners 
who  appear  to  be  reluctant  to  carry  out  essential  repairs,  preferring  to 
delude  themselves  with  a pretext  of  lack  of  materials  and  scarcity  of 
labour  instead  of  availing  themselves  of  the  facilities  for  obtaining 
these  essentials.  Two  exceptionally  severe  winters  damaged  many 
houses  and  the  owners  have  neglected  the  repairs  so  that  decay  and 
deterioration  has  set  in  to  such  an  extent  that  only  expensive  re- 
conditioning will  save  many  properties  from  demolition  at  the  cess’ation 
of  hostilities. 

I desire  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  the  other  Departments  for  their 
advice  and  expert  opinion  which  has  proved  so  valuable  during  the  year, 
and  also  the  Council,  for  its  ever  ready  assistance  and  untiring  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.  To  all  the  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Staff  I record  and  tender  my  gratitude. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  A.  C.  Tibbits,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Mr.  |.  J.  G.  Ellis,  Engineer,  Surveyor  and  Housing  Architect,  Mr.  G.  T. 
Belton,  Rating  and  Valuation  Officer,  and  Mr.  V.  V.  Yates,  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  Cleansing  Superintendent,  for  information  and 
assistance  in  compiling  the  statistics  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

These  ambulances  are  supplemented  by  the  ambulances  of  the 
Colliery  Companies  which  are  reserved  for  the  transport  of  victims  of 
Colliery  accidents.  Poor  Law  Cases  are  removed  in  the  Poor  Law 
Ambulances  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 

In  the  southern  portion  of  the  District  there  is  scope  for  additional 
ambulance  facilities  in  order  to  provide  for  the  more  rapid  removal  of 
patients  to  hospital.  In  the  near  future  this  need  may  be  met. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  general  nursing  of  the  sick  in  their  houses  is  undertaken  by 
district  nurses  provided  by  voluntary  organisations.  This  Council  does 
not  ])ay  or  subsidise  these  nurses  or  associations.  These  nurses  do  not 
undertake  the  home  nursing  of  notihable  infectious  disease  as  pro\ision 
for  the  treatment  of  these  cases  has  been  made  at  the  Infectious  Di.seases 
Hos])ital  of  this  Council.

is  available.

Infectious  Hospital  during  1942,  as  compared  with  318  last  year,  and 
277,  358,  353,  270  and  276  in  the  preceeding  fi^•e  years.

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-second  Annual  Rejiort  upon 
House  Refuse  Removal,  Disposal  and  Salvage  for  the  year  ended  the 
31st  December,  1942.  The  Cleansing  throughout  the  Council’s  area  is 
cari'ied  out  bv  the  Council’s  own  staff. 


II 


The  Basford  Rural  District  comprises  39  Parishes  witli  a]r]m)xi- 
mately  13,000  houses  and  40,000  population.  At  tlie  beginning  of  the 
year,  a population  of  40,080  was  having  a full  collection  of  refuse, 
and  5,320  a partial  collection,  but  it  has  been  necessary,  owing  to 
reduction  in  petrol  supply  and  labour  difficulties  to  continue  with  a 
fortnightly  collection  instituted  during  1941  in  some  of  the  residential 
districts  pre\'iously  having  a weekly  collection. 

Collection.  (Depots  and  Motor  Vehicles). 

Depots  are  situated  at  Selston,  Nuthall  and  Ruddington,  the  one  at 
Selston,  together  with  a house  occupied  by  the  foreman,  stands  on 
36  acres  of  land,  all  owned  by  the  Council.  The  remaining  depots  are 
rented. 

The  five  motor  refuse  collection  vehicles  in  use  are  “Bedford”  two 
ton  short  wheel-base  chassis,  on  wdiicb  are  mounted  low-loading  dust- 
proof  bodies  built  to  specification  and  considered  most  suitable  for  the 
district  and  type  of  refuse  to  be  removed.  A second-hand  Army  lorry 
(30  cwt.  Bedford)  was  purchased  and  put  into  service  during  the  year. 

Dustbin  trucks  are  supplied  to  each  vehicle  and  are  found  to  be  an 
advantage  in  the  colliery  districts,  where  the  contents  of  the  bins  are 
very  hea\'y,  but  in  the  residential  and  agricultural  districts  the  workmen 
can  and  still  prefer  to  shoulder  the  bins  out.

Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  all  medical  practitioners  in  your 
Area  for  home  treatment  of  cases  actually  occurring  within  your  district. 
The  County  Council  scheme  for  the  examination  of  throat  swabs  from 
cases  of  suspected  diphtheria  was  freely  used,  36  specimens  being 
received  from  private  practitioners,  and  492  from  your  Isolation  Hospital 
during  the  year. 


One  hundred  and  ninety  infected  premises  were  disinfected  and 
disinfectants  were  supplied  to  infected  households.  In  co-operation 
with  the  School  Medical  Service  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council, 
the  contacts  of  school  age  were  rigidly  excluded.

Two  of  these  cases  had  completed  the  full  course  of  Immunisation. 

This  is  the  lowest  incidence  of  this  disease  recorded  since  1934. 
Of  the  nineteen  cases  of  Diphtheria,  only  four  occurred  among  children 
aged  1 year  to  10  years,  the  decade  during  which  children  are  most 
susceptible  to  Diphtheria,  while  in  contrast  to  this,  and  in  so  small  a 
number  of  cases  the  contrast  is  all  the  more  marked,  twelve  cases 
occurred  between  the  ages  of  16  and  35.  This  latter  age  group  had 
never  had  the  opportunity  of  being  immunised  against  the  disease  and 
consequently  the  shift  in  the  age  incidence  of  the  disease  may  indicate 
that,  contrary  to  the  small  number  of  notifications.  Diphtheria  is  still 
active  among  the  population  and  is  ever  ready  to  strike  down  the 
unprotected.  It  does  indicate  that  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
is  a success  and  that  parents  should  not  delay  in  ha\’ing  their  children 
protected  toward  the  close  of  the  first  year  of  life. 


Enteric  Fever.

Pneumonia. 

h'orty-eight  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  41,  41,  43,  49  and  47  in  the  jireceding  five  years. 

Seventeen  deaths  were  due  to  this  cause;  the  corresimnding  figures 
for  the  preceding  years  being  32,  27,  22,  23  and  23. 
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Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  on  one  of  these  cases 
it  was  found  necessary  to  consult  the  County  Consultant.  All  of  these 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 


Acute  Polio-Encephalitis. 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year.

Puerperal  Pyrexia.

Four  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the 
year,  all  making  complete  recoveries. 


Tuberculosis. 

Thirty-nine  cases  of  all  forms  of  this  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  57,  33,  36,  44  and  43  during  the  previous 
five  years.

Scabies. 

All  cases  notified  to  the  Health  Department  are  visited  and  examined 
by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  given  advice  on  disinfection  and 
treatment  with  benzyl  benzoate.  Contacts  are  ascertained,  followed  up 
and  brought  under  treatment.  No  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
obtaining  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  patients.  Arrangements 
have  been  made,  if  necessary,  to  carry  out  treatment  at  the  Sanatorium.
